Scathing U.S. Attack 
Makes Vishinsky Rant 


By R. H. Shackford 
PARIS, Oct. 12.—(BUP)—The United States warned 
the Soviet Union today that the American rearmament pro- 
gram is being speeded to “stay the heavy hand of Russia’s 
constant drive for world power.” . 

US. Delegate Warren Austin 
made this statement in a speech 
before the United Nations political 
committee, which was considering 
a Russian proposal for immediate 
one-third disarmament by the Big 
Five powers. 

Russian delegate Andrei Vishin- 
eky replied in a shouting, scream- 
ing speech of one hour and 57 
minutes, in which he made some of 
the bitterest charges ever heard in 
& United Nations meeting. 

Austin had taken a leaf from 
Vishinsky’s book. Instead of de-

fending American policy, he took 
the offensive. He denounced 
Russia for blocking a lasting peace, 
creating a threat to peace, refusing 
to co-operate in the UN, and frus- 
trating a settlement of the Berlin 
crisis. 

Admitting that the United States 
disarmed “too far and too fast” 
after World War II, Austin said 
this mistake was going to be reme-

Chest Appeal Based on Need 


Something about the Community 
Chest annual appeal for funds is so “or- 
ganized” and seems to smack so of “big 
business” that ordinary citizens sometimes 
fear the organization has only the remot- 
ést contact with the work for which it 
solicits funds, 

It is seldom realized the Community 
Chest of each community is a completely 
separate organization linked only by com- 
mon interest. Solicitation for funds is 
made simultaneously on a continent-wide 
basis. 

In Edmonton, 27 groups are assisted 
by the Chest, in other cities the number 
turning to Red Feather services for assist- 
ance varies. In some communities nearly 
60 welfare groups are supported in this 
manner. 

All the groups in each city perform a 
vital function in the community life in 
seeking to salvage human wreckage, or in 
supplying the training to prevent humans 
from foundering on the shoals and amid 
the breakers of modern life. 

Each group in Edmonton prepares an 
annual budget which is submitted to a 


carefully chosen committee of local citi- 
zens before the yearly appeal is made. 

This committee reviews the estimates 
it receives and using the figures thus pre- 
pared submits its annual appeal. 

Mounting food and other costs and 
Edmonton's growing population have made 
it necessary for the groups concerned to 
incre@se the amount of their budget, so 
that the appeal to Edmonton citizens this 
year, as in most other cities across the 
continent is for a greater sum than ever 
before. 

The very reasons which forced the 
upward revision in the annual appeal make 
it all the more necessary that the char- 
itable services represented by Red Feather 
should be supported. Rising living costs 
form an increasing pressure on those large 
groups in the community who live on 
“marginal” salaries, 

Resultant nervous tension increases 
the danger of domestic strife, break-up 
of homes and juvenile delinquency. 

The appeal to the citizen to give and 
give generously is based on good solid bus- 
iness experience and on the profoundest 
humanitarian principles, 


Change in Title Not Vital 


The prediction has been voiced that 
the meeting of British Commonwealth 
prime ministers which started in London 
Monday may study the possibility of drop- 
ping the prefix “British” from their title. 

Thus what was once known as the 
British Empire, and which evolved into the 
British Commonwealth of Nations would 
become just the Commonwealth of Nations, 

Reason for the suggested amendment 
is said to be the removal of the suspicion 
in the minds of many that the British na- 
tions are dominated and dictated to by 
Great Britain, but it is difficult to see how 
such a change in title would remove that 
thought. 

Such people as Col. Robert McCor- 
mick, British-hater without peer and pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune, modestly 
labelled the World’s Greatest Newspaper, 
would interpret such a gesture as pure 
camouflage. 

His newspaper, not too long ago, car- 
ried the startling prediction that the Bri- 
tish were planning an invasion of the 
United States, 


The man who could publicize so fan- 
tastic_a yarn would be only too ready to 
impute nothing but the most improper mo- 
tives to a change in title, 

Another reason given for the sug- 
gested change is that it would open the 
door of the Commonwealth to republics 
of which Eire is one. India has also sug- 
gested a republican form of government 
for herself, but wishes to retain a tie with 
her former associates in the Common- 
wealth. 

Surely the admission of states with 
presidents could be arranged by fairly 
simple changes in the wording of docu- 
ments, While citizens of a republic could 
not be expected to affirm fealty to a king, 
they should be able to be loyal to the group 
of nations of which he is but the figure- 
head. 

It might be that elimination of the 
word British is the next step in the evolu- 
tion of the greatest congeries of nations in 
the world. These nations have been bound 
together by more than a name in the past. 
Those ties should continue in spite of 
changes in the title. 


Hotel Extension Seen Grave Need 


Edmonton citizens will understand, 
appreciate and endorse Mayor Harry Ain- 
lay’s “bitter disappointment” that the 
CNR had decided there would be no exten- 
sion to the Macdonald hotel. 

His Worship expressed the opinion 
that the council and the people of Edmon- 
.ton had been led to believe the facilities of 
the hotel would be increased and had nego- 
tiated with the railway officials on that 
basis, 

Their belief had been strengthened 
when ardhitects had submitted two alter- 
native drawings of the projected extension 
and when it appeared only minor points 
of difference existed. y 

When the Mayor contended Edmon- 
ton’s shortage of hotel space was likely to 
get worse, he stated a fact which must be 
as apparent to railway officials as it is to

enthusiastic citizens of this city, who see 
daily evidence of the increasing import- 
ance of Edmonton. 

But more than Edmonton would be 
served by the hotel extension the railway 
officials have thus relegated into the 
realm of unfulfilled dreams. The whole of 
prosperous central and northern Alberta 
had hoped hotel accommodation here 
would be improved. 

The matter is an important one to 
everyone in this section of Canada—to 
those who are developing our oil fields and 
to those who make Edmonton the jumping- 
off place to the rich mining fields of the 
north, 

It is so important that Mayor Ainlay’s 
plea for the board of directors of the rail- 
way to re-consider their decision can 
scarcely fall on deaf ears,

high purpose should have a very 
definite notion of what this ser- 
vice means, 

I don't think it ls any exaggera- 
tion to say that the blood bank 
system of the Red Cross is a de- 
velopment in medicine quite as 
important as penicillin or any of 
the sulpha drugs. 

The use of blood for transfusion 
purposes is long established. It 
has saved thousands upon thous- 
ands of lives. 

The new technique under which 
blood is processed, typed and 
stored away for peady availability 
has saved many more thousands 
of lives, 

But of equal importance with 
transfusion is the use of plasma, 
the serum of blood, for combat- 
ting post-operation shock. 


ot 


For years a great many types 
of delicate surgery, involving long 
periods on the operating table, 
have been almost sure death to 
the patient because the human 
body could not endure the neces- 
sary violence inflicted on the 
nervous system. 

Before the last war, it was 
found that the injection of blood 
plasma helped patients to endure 
this nervous shock consequent to 
prolonged surgery, 

During the war, the technique 
for using this plasma was per- 
fected to a high degree, 

As a result, the death rate from 
such surgical operations, offering 
the only hope for the patients’ 
survival, has been radically 
minimized, 

It was the Red Cross which 
made both blood and plasma 
available, with such excellent re- 
sults, to the troops in wartime. 

These benefits are now made 
available by the Red Cross to 
civilians in peacetime. 

Both blood and plasma are sup- 
plied to hospitals throughout Can- 
ada and are given to patients 
who require them absolutely free 
of charge, 

That is why I rank the blood 
bank system with the greatest de- 
velopments in modern medicine.

Name ‘Limey’ 
Based on History 

Editor, Bulletin—I have no 
doubt that a large number of 
readers of The Bulletin are not 
aware of the real meaning of the 
word “Limey”. 

In the days, quite a few years 
ago, when sailing ships were 
more numerous than steamers, 
the British Board of Trade re- 
gulations were as follows with re- 
gard to sailing ships. “Ten days 
after leaving port (ship's sailing), 
the Master of the ship was to is- 
sue to each member of the crew 
a daily ration of lime juice until 
arrival at the next port.” This 
measure was to prevent scurvy as 
the daily meat ration was salt 
beef and salt pork which was 
found to be the chief cause of 
scurvy. The Yankee Clipper ships 
did not have this regulation. They 
also fed much better than we did. 
Our ships were known as lime- 
juicers, we also were known by 
the same name which is now ab 
breviated to the word “limey.” 

I think that during the two wars 
where British and American sol- 
diers ca in frequent contact 
with each Other the Yanks called 
the British “limeys,” an abbrevia- 
tion no doubt of the old word 
limejuicers and we knew them as 
the Yanks. As I spent 12 years of 
my long seafaring career in sail- 
ing ships I think I can speak with 
some authority. Any old retired 
ship master like myself will also 
know. I might add that the term 
“limejuicer” or “limey” applied in 
those far off days only to sailors 
and not to soldiers or landsmen,

Yet in the United Nations, Re- 
ligion has been ruled out, because 
the majority feel that by saying a 
prayer to God, certain representa- 
tives might be offended. Prime 
Minister King said: “Where exist- 
ing machinery for the prevention 
or settlement of international dis- 
putes has proven or is proving in- 
adequate to effect security, addi- 
tional means must be sought.”

Do we dare to look in- 
differently towards the implicit 
and undeniable fact that “without 
God we can do nothing. We have 
clearly seen all around us, how 
solely temporal attempts at secur- 
ity have sadly failed, and how one 
nation wants one thing, and an- 
other country something else, all 
for their own glory, pride and ag- 
grandizement., Man, being an es- 
sential composite of body and 
soul, must solve his problems and 
live a life not only materially, but 
spiritually. Therefore, let us then 
turn not solely to imperfect and 
fallible creatures for help, but to 
God Himself, Who is all-perfect, 
all-powerful and all-merciful. He 
will not let us down. He loves and 
will help us.

The Marshall Plan no sooner 
gets free of one danger than it is 
beset by another, a fresh threat 
being the Communist-led French 
strikes which premier Henri 
Queuille warns are assuming the 
character of a rebellion, 

Those are grave words to come 
from the leader of a major gov- 
ernment, 

Acting under cover of the 
smokescreen provided by the Red 
blockade of Western Berlin, the 
Communists have organized and 
got under way this new offensive 
which is further disrupting the 
already-chaotic French economy. 
Interior Minister Jules Moch 
charges that the strikes are en- 
gineered by the Cominform, 

The Cominform is the succes- 
sor of the Comintern, the general 
staff for world revolution which 
Moscow “abolished” in 1943 be- 
cause of fierce objection to it by 
the democracies. The Cominform 
apparently began organizing the 
present upheaval last July, and 
French Communists have laid the 
groundwork for the sabotage 
methodeally, 

French industry is being dealt 
a body blow by the coal strike 
that already has cost the re- 
covery program 1,000,000 tons of 
fuel. A railway strike is beginning 
to get a grip on the throat of na- 
tional transportation. 

Thus two vital elements of 


French life—fuel and transpor- 
tation—are endangered, Without 
mess the country would be help- 
ess. 

Obviously this new assault is 
aimed at the European Recovery 
Program, However, that is far 
from being the whole story, for 
dependent on that program is the 
military defence of western Eur- 
ope against further Communist 
aggression, 

France is the key continental 
power in the new Western Euro- 
pean Alliance comprising Britain, 
France, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg, With 
France hamstrung, the alliance 
would be weakened to the point 
of near impotence. 

The French picture fits in per- 
fectly with the Battle of Berlin. 
The “neutral” couhtries in the 
United Nations Security Council 
have been running themselves 
ragged in an effort to mediaie 
between the Russians and the 
western democracies. 

It's a fair guess that Moscow 
has been deliberately stalling to 
see how the French strikes prog- 
ress. Should things worsen in 
France, we may be sure the Rus- 
sians will capitalize the situation 
and become more exacting in 
their demands, So for the time 
being France is a barometer by 
which to tell how the storm goes, 


indications are that the Canadian 
delegation will again take a stand 
on the same issue when the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council makes 
its report.” (Page 13). 

It seems to me ever since Sept- 
ember 19, 1947, the delegates from 
Great Britain, United States and 


Canada have been concentrating 
their oratory on this false “cen- 
sorship of news” issue, “Ad- 


vocating the study of measures 
for counteracting the persistent 
spreading of demonstrably false 
or tendentious reports which 
confuse the peoples of the world,” 
can not be truthfully termed 
“Censoring news.” 

International laws to control 
gory gossip in an International 
Court on Human Rights is vital 
to the preservation of peace, It 
would be fatuous for the press 
today to call libel, slander or 
inciting laws in our civil courts 
curbing the freedom of the press,

Of Yukon Still 


Mining of Gold 


DAWSON CITY, Yukon—In 
the first eight years after the 
Klondike gold rush they took out 
100 millions’ worth of gold, That 
does not include the dust which 
the miners lost around town, 
Also gold in those days was worth 
$20.65 per ounce as against $35 
per ounce now. 

Nowadays they produce about 
$2 or $3 millions’ worth per year. 
The small man contributes his bit 
to this output, There are still a 
few hundred miners who make 
anywhere from a few hundred 
dollars per year up to a few 
thousands, 

I have heard tales of war vet- 
erans who bought caterpillar 
tractors and paid off the whole 
cost in a few months, They are 
using a modern mechanized var- 
jation of the old pick and shovel 
and pan method of getting the 
gold. . 

But these are the exceptions. 
One great company—the Yukon 
Consolidated—-recovers most of 
the gold produced in this area, 

I have had the opportunity of 
a personally conducted tour over 
its vast, scattered operations. 
They literally sluice away the 
top soil of whole river beds to 
get at the gold-bearing gravel. 
Today I saw one operation where 
they were using giant pipes to 
wash away muck 60 feet deep. 

Giant dredges dig up the river 
beds and the gold is recovered 
on much the same principle as 
the old panner used in '98, except 
that now it is on a mammoth 
scale, 


Melting 
Gold Dust 


But you see how important it 
is to Canada when you go into 
the furnace room where they 
are melting the gold dust, You 
can't get too close to the furnace 
for it must use heat above 1987 
degrees, But you see the solid 
gold bricks lying there, Each 
one weighs about 25 to 30 pounds, 
is worth $10,000, 

That is one reason why the 
Yukon district, or more specific- 
ally the Dawson City district, pro- 
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@eees more wealth per eapita 
than any other part of Canada, 

The future of gold is naturally 
the $64 question, 

Will the government of Canada 
force the producers to go on sell- 
ing their gold at $35 per ounce? 

If so, the small meh will all go 
out of business and the big fel 
lows may soon shut down too, 

For the actual costs of produc. 
tion are now about level with the 
US, fixed buying price of $35, 

If producers were allowed to 
sell on the free world market 
operations would immediately 
boom here,

All the gold so far found here 
has, at some ancient date, been 
washed down from somewhere or 
other, Hence the theory still per- 
gists that high in the mountains, 
probably around King Solomon's 
Dome, there must be a “mother 
lode,” a fabulous storehouse of 
golden treasure which would 
make what has so far been ree 
covered mere chicken feed, 

You don't get sober-minded 
engineers talking that way, nor 
cool, alert government officials, 
But much responsible opinion 
expects, in addition to placer 
gold mining, the hard-rock type. 
The advantage of the Jatter, from 
the standpoint of the community, 
would be all-year-round opera- 
tion, As things now stand, water 
is the most important element in 
the method used to free and ree 
cover the gold, That means that 
for much of the year things are at 
a standstill, Payrolls are away 
down, 

This will be my last article from 

Dawson City. fhe weather 
clears I shall be flying south 
again tomorrow. I shall write one 
more article from Whitehorse 
trying to summarize what I have 
seen and heard on this Yukon 
trip. 
But many people are finding 
this a good country to live in, It 
could be made a much better, 
more comfortable, likable coun- 
try if certain things which could 
be done were done.
